CHEROKEES OPPOSE TH E LAND DEAL. 
They U pbraid Creeks for th e O klahom a 
S la tte r—Creeks B eing B eard. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
F o rt G irso n, I. T ., July 26.—The Chero­ 
kee Commissioners were met here yesterday 
by a delegation of Creek Indians, headed by 
Indian Agent Bennett, who asked that the 
Creeks be heard at once in reference to cer­ 
tain technical matters concerning the sale of 
their remaining lands. The request was 
granted and General Fairchild arranged the 
Creeks at Muskogee to-day. The hard feel­ 
ing between the Creeks and Cherokees grows 
more hitter as the pending negotiations come 
to a focus. The Cherokees upbraid the 
Creeks for the Oklahoma deal and their in­ 
dignation increases as Creeks make further 
preparations to sell. The Cherokees are 
almost a 
unit 
in their opposition. 
Chief Mayes demonstrated a firmness 
in refusing to call the Council that bids fair 
to handicap the luhors of the Commission at 
the outset. He is reported to have publicly 
stated to the commanding officers at Fort 
Gibson he would not callao extra cession un­ 
der any circumstances. General Fairchild 
expressed a desire to confer with the Chief 
Attelaquah as soon as possible. During the 
delay that must ensue before delegates as­ 
semble, the General says, the Commission 
will go to Cheyenne and Arapahoe Agency 
to consider claims in the Cherokee Strip 
K ansas C ity, July 26.—E. M. Hewins, 
President of the Cherokee Strip Line Stock 
Association, denies that his Company has 
made an offer to the Cherokee Nation to ex­ 
tend the Company’s lease over the Strip for 
10 years beyond its termination. The Com­ 
pany, he says, has no desire to antagonize the 
object of the Cherokee Commission which is 
treating with the Nation for the sale of their 
lands to the United States Government. If 
the Commission should succeed iu its nego- 
tians the Association would withdraw from 
the Strip. 


CHARLEMaone T o w er, whodied in Water - 
ville, Oneida county, yesterday, at the age of 
81, was worth $25,000.000. He began life 
as a poor lawyer in New York, but his at­ 
tention was drawn to the coal lands of Penn­ 
sylvania while serving his clients. He made 
a comfortable fortune by speculating ip these, 
hut his greatest hit was in the development 
of the Minnesota iron ore lands near Duluth. 
Here he bought 29,000 acres and built a rail­ 
road to the lake. This property he sold to a 
syndicate in 1887 for $6,000,000 in cash.

E ng lish 
people 
ha ve 
sca nt 
respect 
for him . 
It will not be surprising if the de 
bate now In progress sha ll g ive E ng lish roy­ 
a lty a wrench from w hich it w ill not easily 
recover. 
Indeed, ex cept fo r Mr. Gla dstone’s 
fidelity to the Queen, the Prince w ould have 
a decidedly difficult and unplea sa ut task in 
securing this a llow a nce. 
Mr. Gladstone did 
not, 
however, 
coincide 
w ith 
all o f the 
w ishes o f the Queen, 
lie persuaded her 
to cha ng e her original request for a direct a l­ 
low a nce to the Prince’s children to one for 
the Prince him self. 
But when he wished to 
ha ve it understood that no further g ra nts of 
m oney for the royal grand children were to 
be a sked for she demurred, and Gladstone 
yielded.

ere.

$50,000 a year. 
He said the tim e had com e 
to deal finally with grants to royalty. 
It was 
impossible for the country to submit to the

W e are just as anxious to have the farmers 
see and consider these figures as the Govern­ 
or's Albany organ can be. T hey furnish one 
of the very strongest of reasons for prevent­ 
ing the election of a Democratic Legislature. 
The $1,808,550 will not he saved to the tax­ 
payers. 
It is in the tax levy and will Ire col­ 
lected and turned into the treasury, every 
dollar of it. 
If the Governor had really 
wished to relieve the farmers and other tax­ 
payers of the state, he would have vetoed 
this tax levy and told the Legislature to make 
it $1,800,000 or $2,000,000 less. 
Then he 
could have cut out enough items from the 
appropriations to make things even, and 
there w ould have l»een real relief.

some future time, with interest added. 
But 
if a Dem ocratic Legislature is elected is there 
any likelihood that the m oney will be dis­ 
posed of in this honest way? It will be re- 
mcmbercd that the Governor wanted a m il­ 
lion or a m illion and a half for the Capitol, 
and vetoed the item of $372,000 because it 
was not large enough, 
llis standard figure 
for a canal appropriation is a million, and he 
would take a million and a half if he could 
get it. Under a Democratic Governor, backed 
by a Dem ocratic Legislature, the Capitol and 
the canals are great and powerful political ma­ 
chines.

ROYALTY ON ITS KNEES. 


It seem s singular to an American that the 
most exciting question that has com e before 
the English Parliament this year relates to 
demand from the Prince o f W ales for an ad 
ditional grant of money for the support of 
liis fam ily. 
T hough he already draws $200, 
000 a year from the treasury, and though the 
entire fam ily of the Queen is allowed $3, 
500,000, he asks for $180,000 more, to make 
suitable provision for his son Prince Albert 
V ictor, who is 25 years o f age, and for his 
daughter Princess Louise, who is to he mar­ 
ried to-morrow. 
The Priuce of W ales occu­ 
pies no position of responsibility and per 
forms no duties. 
He is sim ply w aiting till 
the good Queen passes away, in order to as­ 
sume 
the 
crown. 
His 
life 
has 
not 
been 
w holly 
exem plary, 
and 
the 
English 
people 
have 
scant 
respect 
for him . 
It will not be surprising if the de­ 
bate now in progress shall give English roy­ 
alty a wrench from which it w ill not easily 
recover. 
Indeed, except for Mr. Gladstone’s 
fidelity to the Queen, the Prince would liuve 
a decidedly difficult and unpleasant task in 
securing this allowance. 
Mr. Gladstone did 
not, 
however, 
coincide 
w ith 
all of the 
wishes of the Queen. 
He persuaded her 
to change her original request for a direct al­ 
lowance to the Prince’s children to one for 
the Prince him self. 
But when he wished to 
have it understood that no further grants of 
money for the royal grand children were to 
be asked for she demurred, and Gladstone 
yielded.

They are par- 
iculai lv desirous that the tax on fruit brandy tie re­ 
moved, because it prevents farm- rs from utilizing 
fruit in a m anner that would yield them consider­ 
able revenue, while now they are denied all profit 
from that source. They have an idea, too, that they 
have n right to dispose of the fruits of their orchards 
and vineyards in w hatever m anner Is most profit­ 
able to them , and that such right should not be 
abridged to further the interests of large whiskv 
distilleries, nor to raise revenue unless the necessi­ 
ties of ttir Government dem and it. 
"Talk of monopolies, where is ihere a greater or 
more dangerous monopoly than the Whisky Ring, 
or one th a t has more imperiously dom inated Con­ 
gress? It dictates the form ation of committees 
and regulates the 'recognition' which it is necessary 
for a m em ber to secure before he can have the most 
im portant m easure considered.” 
Tin- old Democrat is not quite hopeless, 
however. 
He thinks Hie negro vote can be 
controlled because in state and local elections 
the white leaders try to "influence” it,where­ 
as in national elections they let it go as it 
pleases. 
The people are for protection and 
the repeal o f the internal taxes, but are op­ 
posed to surrendering their "important local 
affairs and their social order to an ignorant 
or vicious elem ent.” 
The Virginia Demo­ 
crat apjiears to have given hitnself away.

next fall, and the country w ill then know for 
the first tim e in sixteen years which party is 
really in the majority (here.

T he co rrespo ndent o f the Tendon Ti mes at 
Athens writes: “ There seems to be co nsider­ 
able specu latio n in the po litical wo rld as to

Tne Situation In C rete-Q ueen Victoria Said 
to be in Poor H ealth—Dr. McDow O stra­ 
cised In Charleston, S, C.—The New Ruler 
of A byssinia-Personal Notes. 


The correspondent of the london Timt» at 
Alliens writes: “ There seems lobe consider 
aide speculation In lite pol ii leal world as to 
the possibility of an attem pt on the part of 
one or other of the great powers to take pos 
session of the island of Crete, and a disposl 
lion is apparent to attribute the recent ditH 
cullies in part to intrigues in favor of such 
an attempt. 
Having been for many years in 
in close relations with the island, and inn po 
aition to form a judgm ent as to the real causes 
of discontent and agitation, I may perhaps be 
permitted to say a word as to them. 
The in 
surruetion of ISHII was the result of political 
intrigues, with all the details of which I was 
at mc time conversant. 
These intrigues wert 
conducted by the French Consul at ('mica at 
the time, the French Ambassador at Constat! 
Dimple, and the agents of the Viceroy of 
Egypt, the object being to arrange the iraus 
for of the island to Egypt, and lite establish

Buda,

unyliodv’s right to conjecture. 
The plait 
wits discussed to me by the then Unit 
State* Consul al ('auca,and by me lo the late 
Lord I yon.*, and by him quashed.

that the Cre tans in gem red are convinced that 
their manifest destiny is onion with Greece, 
an J that, w itll the exception of the .Mussul­ 
man fifth or six)ti, they look forward to this 
at a release from the obnoxious subjection lo 
Hie Suit iii, to esc qie from which they would 
pro I rn lily accept the protection of some oilier 
power titan England, though it would Im1 
generally preferred.

every effort ut subjugation having Imeu baf­ 
fled and lh*- war Iming in its third year, went 
to Crete and offered any conditions of paci­ 
fication which the Cre tans would name ex ­ 
cept annexation, bu autonomy as complete as 
that of .Siiuos, ami the free election of a 
Prince. 
The Greek Government withdrew 
its support from Hie insurgents, and by an in­ 
trigue which lias not its equal in late annals

The correspondent of the fondón Times at 
Athens writes: “ There seems to be consider­ 
able speculation in the political world as to 
the possibility of an attem pt on the part of 
one or other of the great powers to take pos­ 
session of the island of Crete, and a disposi- * 
lion is apparent to attribute the recent diffi­ 
culties in part to intrigues in favor of such 
an attem pt. 
Having been for many years in 
in close relations with the island, and in a po­ 
sition to form a judgm ent as to the real causes 
of diseantent and agitation, I may perhaps be 
permitted to say a word as to them. 
Tbe in­ 
surrection of 1866 was the result of political 
intrigues, with all the details of which I was 
at the time conversant. 
These intrigues were 
conducted by tlie French Consul at Canea at 
tbe time, the French Ambassador at Constan­ 
tinople, and the agents of the Viceroy of 
Egypt, the object being to arrange the trans­ 
fer of the island to Egypt, and the establish­ 
ment 
of 
a great 
arsenal 
and 
military 
port 
at 
Suda, 
for 
whose 
benefit it is 
anybody’s right to conjecture. 
The plan 
was discussed to me by the then United 
States Consul at Canea,and by me to the late 
Lord Lyons, anil by him quashed. 
The next 
great movement, tliat of 1878, grew out of 
the contemporary complications in the Bal­ 
kan, and ended in the concession of limited 
auhonomy, with a constitution and a Legis­ 
lative Assembly. 
AM the disturbances since 
then have been due to tbe discontent of the 
population, or a part of it, with tbe manage­ 
ment of the Governor sent by tbe Porte 
to rule a naturally turbulent anil refractoiy 
race. 
The influence in these agitations of 
tbe religious differences in the island has 
bceu continually on the decrease, until in 
this recent movement, the Mussulman and 
Christian sectious, being almost entirely of 
tbe same race, have acted in concert, the 
former, like the. latter, being divided be­ 
tween the two parties. 
In none of the move­ 
ments since that of 18(1(5 has there been any 
European Power—other than Greece- tending 
to induce the Cretans to demand its protection; 
but I have the best evidence that on more 
than one occasion a large majority of the 
Cretan chiefs have 
invoked 
an English 
protectorate, 
and 
have 
invariably 
been 
told that England would not entertain any 
such project. 
I am satisfied that if to day it 
were made known to the islanders that Eng­ 
land would accord her protectorate to the 
island, a majority of the people would unite 
in renewing the offer, and I know that there 
is a large element which is opposed to annex­ 
ation to Greece. 
At the same time 1 know 
that the Cretans in general are convinced that 
their manifest destiny is union with Greece, 
and that, with the exception of the Mussul­ 
man fifth or sixth, they look forward to this 
asa release from the obnoxious subjection to 
the Sultan, to esc ape from which they would 
probably accept the protectiou of some oilier 
pow ti than England, though it would be 
generally preferred. 
A portion of the popu­ 
lation, including most or all the young men, 
educated in Greece, will never lie satisfied 
with anything but the union, and another 
would 
prefer 
the 
.protection 
of Eng­ 
land; 
but 
I 
believe 
the 
great 
ma­ 
jority would prefer absolute independence to 
any other solution, with union as the alterna­ 
tive, while they would gladly accept the pro­ 
tectorate as an escape from the present stale 
of things. 
The influence of Greece is at 
present at a very lowr ebb, owing to the de­ 
termined pressure of the Government on the 
malcontents to induce them to submit to the 
present condition of thing», because it suited 
ihe Greeks that they should be quiet even 
uuder suffering until Greece was ready to 
profit by that suffering. 
An influential Cre­ 
tan said to me the other day: AVe s o that 
the Greeks want ilie island; they do not care 
o much about us;’ and I suppose that paints 
the situation approximately. 
The distracted 
condition of the island is a necessary stim u­ 
lant to the anti-Turkish sympathies of Eu­ 
rope. and the Greeks would be sorry pos- 
ibly if Crete were to be made contented 
It 
does not suit them that the coming festivities 
of the royal marriage should be disturbed by 
proar in Crete, and so they had decided that 
if it did continue, it should at least not be 
heard; so they are furious with me for having 
let the truth out. 
I suppose the world at 
large has forgotteu the singular conclusion to 
the- insurrection of 18(5G. 
The Grand Vizier, 
every effort at subjugation having bceu baf­ 
fled and the war being in its third year, went 
to Crete and offered any conditions of paci­ 
fication which the Cretans would name ex­ 
cept annexation, an autonomy as complete as 
that of Samos, and the free election of 
Prince. 
The Greek Government withdrew 
its support from the insurgenls, and lay an in 
trigue which lias not its equal in late annals 
for its baseness, surrendered the Island tin 
conditionally to the Turkish forces, and to a 
condition worse than it had been in before 
the rising. 
It is true that MM. Tricoupisand 
Coumomulouros and the l»\st men of Greece 
refused all complicity in the treachery, but it 
is not less true that it was a Greek Ministry 
wuicli accomplished it. 
The miseries of the 
rayali are part of the political capital of the 
politician ot Athens, just as the sympathy of 
Europe is.” 
About two centuries ago nu old citizen of 
.Iv es Parish, Hants, left iu trust to the 
Viear and Church W ardens an orchard, the 
ent. of which was lo be devoted to the pur­ 
chase of Bibles. 
The testator further pro- 
Ided that the Bibles should be raffled for 
with dice in the church, and since then tbe 
prescribed ceremony has been duly carried out 
every Whit Tuesday. Last Whit Tuesday, af­ 
ter a shortened evening prayer, the Vic ir de 
livtred an address, telling those present that 
they must look upon whal was going to take 
place reverently. 
He was soiry they had to 
obs-rve the custom in a place sanctified to the 
service of God; but it had been observed for 
200 years. 
Then the proceedings began, 
A 
table covered with a white cloth was brought 
forward, and the hoys and girls came up as 
the’r names were called and threw the dice, 
wnich were provided by the church. 
Each 
had three throws, the highest number wiu- 
ing the Bibles. 
The ceremony closed with a 
hymn and the benediction. 
There is an old man in Washington named 
Roger Evans who claims to have polished the 
boots of every President since the time of 
Jackson. 
He has been obliged at limes to re­ 
sort to peculiar devices to accomplish his de­ 
signs on the shoes of a new Executive. 
Up 
to a few weeks ago he had not been able to 
capture Harrison’s feet, but he met the Pres­ 
ident one day recently about a block from 
the W hite House.

dusty and in an instant Evans liad his box 
on the ground and, before the President real­ 
ized what had happened, had begun to wield 
bis brushes vigorously. 
The President had

The New-York World says: “There Is no 
doubt that Queen Victoria is in bad health. 
Her rheumatism has detied treatment and she 
has grown verv feeble. 
It is asserted that she 
wishes to lay lier official duties aside. Should 


she do so the Prince of W ales would read 
and sign Slate documents. 
In this case he 
would assume the title of Prince Regent and 
would enjoy the use of Buckingham Palace 
and W indsor Caslle.

to Osborne and Balmoral.” 
Besides the State officers, a Judge of the 
Court of Appeals aud both branches of the 
Legislature, three Justices of the Supreme 
Court are to lie elected this year in this Stale.

The Baltimore Grand Ju ry has presented a 
large number of City Magistrales on the 
charge of collecting excessive fees in eject­ 
ment cases under the new law. 
The Magis­ 
trates were summoned a few days ago to tes­ 
tify in a charge against another magistrate, 
and on their own evidence the Grand Jury 
found i he presentments. 
The 15 Canadian claimants of the estate of 
Anneke Jans met yesterday afternoon ait 
Hamilton, Ontario, and appointed a repre­ 
sentative logo to New-York City in their inter­ 
est. 
The estate consists of property in Hol­ 
land valued at $1,500.000, 60 acres in the

Tbe list embraces every farm on the 
creek. Hundreds arc bankrupt and will have 
to be supported tem porarily by the County. 
The Coiumissionets estimate the loss in Lee, 
Tygart, State and Steele counties at $500,000. 
At Salisbury not a single house or bridge 
stands on its foundation and many people 
are in the woods. 
Help is needed. 


H igh C liurcli and L ow Church. 
The Nexc-Tork Sun says: "T he struggle 
between the High Church and the Low 
Church parties on a point of fundamental im­ 
portance has come to a test for the time. For 
a long period it lias been the desire of (lie Rit­ 
ualist! to obtain the creation of a court for 
the determination of 
religious questions, 
whicn should lie more in acccd with their 
ideas than the one in existence now. 
At 
present disputes arising from the Church go 
to the Courts of law. 
‘ These,’ said Canon 
Gregory, in the debate in the recent Convo­ 
cation, ’ make the doctrine of tlie Church, 
and a more destructive thing could not oc­ 
cur.’ 
A few months ago, however, the Dean 
of Windsor asked the High Church party to 
define its plan for another final couit. 
A 
plan was devised which received the np 
pro val of tbe Lower House. 
It proposed 
two final courts, of equal numbers, one 
of 
Bishops 
and 
ouc 
of 
Judges. 
If 
both courts agreed on a disputed question, 
their decision governed. 
If they failed to 
agree the decision of the court below, neces­ 
sarily a Church court, would stand. 
That 
would in tffert have taken all control of doc­ 
trine away ftotn the State. 
But when this 
scheme was submitted recently the House 
was equally divided ou it, standing 42 to 42. 
In the opinion of one member, ‘ it passes the 
wit of man to devise a court of appeal which 
would satisfy all the conflicting interests.’ A 
somewhat startling statement was made dur­ 
ing the debate by Canon Gregory. 
He said 
that three applicants for parishes had ap­ 
peared before the Bishop of London who 
cojld not accept the doctrines of the Resur­ 
rection. ‘ Could this proposed court of .Judges 
and Bishops he trusted lo define the doctrine 
of the Resurrection ’ No.’ 8o finally the 
Dean of W indsor’s semi challenge was un­ 
answered, and the English court of religious 
appeal remains as it was.”

T h e I t a l i a n P a r l i a m e n t . 
The Italian Parliament consists of two 
houses—the Senate and the Chamber of Depu­ 
ties. 
Tbe Senate is composed of Princes of 
the Royal House who are of age, and of an 
unlimited numljer of members, above 40 
Íears old, nominated by the King for life. 
'he Lower House has 598 members, elected 
by ballot on a franchise comprising all male 
citizens over 21 years of age who can read 
and write, and who pay taxes to tbe amount 
of 19 lire per annum. 
Neither Senators nor 
Deputies receive any salary, but are allowed 
to travel free throughout Italy by rail, or 
from port to port in the Kingdom by steamer. 
The duration of Parliament is five years, but 
they may be dissolved by the King at any 
time.

pard ’ of the prison . 
The cause of d eath 
was hemorrhage of 
the bowels. 
It was 
Mon tgomery who, while tin n in g the roof of 
the main prison with a gan g of con victs on 
Jan uary 5, 1889 , elud ed his keepers, wen t 
d own on a rope lad d er he bad secured about 
bis ^person , en tered W ard en Brush’s bath­ 
room an d then walked bold ly through his 
house to the outsid e coun try , where after a 
hard chase he was captured at the poin t of a 
pistol by Farm er Gin sler an d several other 
men . 
Again , with Con vict Charles H. Cum- 
min gs, who occupied the ad join in g cell on 
Jun e 18 hist, he removed a big ston e from 
between the cells. 
Mon tgomery had n early 
sawed through the bars of an outsid e w in ­ 
d ow when d iscovered . 
As he has n o kn own 
relatives or frien d s he wiil be buried in the 
prison cem etery .”

It is reliably repoited that tte President of 
the Storm King Bridge Company has secured 
in Europe the uecessary capital to build the 
bridge and that the work will soon be com­ 
menced. The proposed bridge will span the 
Hudson River at Cornwall and will be a rival 
to the Poughkeepsie Bridge. 
A dispatch from Sing Sing to the New- 
York I'imes reaus : “James Montgomery, a 
convict in Sing Sing Prison, who was sen­ 
tenced March 25, 1887, to five years’ impris­ 
onment for burglary in the third degree by 
Judge Gildersleeve, died in the prison bos 
pital this morning, aged 40 years. He was 
one of the most notorious mea iu the prison, 
and on account of his two daring attempts at 
escape earned the name of the ‘ Jack Shep 
pard ’ of the prison. The cause of death 
was hemorrhage of the bowels. It was 
Montgomery who, while tinning the roof of 
the main prison with a gang of convicts on 
January 5, 1889, eluded his keepers, went 
down on a rope ladder he had secured about 
hisjperson, entered Warden Brush’s bath­ 
room and then walked boldly through his 
house to the outside country, where after 
hard chase he was captured at the point of a 
pistol by Farmer Uinsler and several other 
men. Again, with Convict Charles H. Cum 
mings, who occupied the adjoining cell on 
June 18 last, he removed a big stone from 
between the cells. Montgomery had nearly 
sawed through the bars of an outside win­ 
dow when discovered. As he has no known 
relatives or friends he will be buried in the 
prison cemetery.” 
The following certificate was filed iu the 
Secretary of State’s office at Albany to-day 
V Electric Gas Machine Company formed 
by James W. Talmadge. of Boston; John M 
McKnight, William A. Brown.

John Bolton, whose home is near Albany, 
escaped from the Hudson River Insane Asy­ 
lum at Poughkeepsie one day this week. 
Davy Crockett Hook and Ladder Company 
of Poughkeepsie will visit Baltimore, Wash­ 
ington and Richmond the coming fall. 
The barns owned by Mrs. Stephen Corn- 
well, at New-Hackensack, Dutchess County, 
were destroyed by fire on Wednesday. 
On Wednesday a man in Poughkeepsie 
named Alvah Whit fold was arrested for steal­ 
ing a jug of whiskey from a wagon. 
A Middletown boy named George Mon- 
arquc had his leg broken by being thrown 
from a horse on Wednesday. 
A silk factory has been started at Mattea- 
wan. The work will be performed mostly 
by women aod girls. 
There was a big blaze at Middletown last 
night.. A large coal shed and other property 
was destroyed. 
A half-ton of elecampane root was shipped 
from Schoharie County to Philadelphia one 
day recently. 
There is a schooner load of melons at New­ 
burgh. and also much “ cholera morbus.”
